Gang, 

QRP To The Field (QRPTTF) is this saturday, and conditions look quite good. 
While the sun has had numerous major flares recently, triggering some 
major geomagnetic storms, it is fairly quiet right now. Short of a major 
X-class flare tomorrow (friday) morning, we should be in the clear for any 
significant disturbances. 


Solar flux for saturday will about 180 or a bit higher ... sufficient for 
good 10M long-skip propagation. 


I recommend CHECKING 28.060 MHz ON-THE-HOUR. This was used during the 
FYBO event with high success. It gets everyone on 10M at the same time, 
and you can work a bunch of stations in 10 minutes, then return to 15 or 
20M. The maximum usable frequency (MUF) contour is a large oval trailing 
the sun. Your 10M signals will travel along this contour-oval and fall 

to earth 1500km or so away. Thus, where your signals will fall on the 
earth will vary literally hour-by-hour as the sun (and the oval) moves. 
You might work the northeast one hour, the south east an hour or two later. 
Therefore, by going up to 10M on-the-hour, not only will a bunch of other 
stations be there, but the stations you hear and can work will vary each 
hour for a higher yield. Signals WILL be there! 


Propagation on 20M, 15M and 10M should all be quite good during daylight 
hours with good skip (low attenuation to QRP signals on skip) and low 
noise levels. Late afternoon to evening, 40M should have about typical 
noise levels and more local skip for working those closer-in states (SPC's) 
you didn't hear on 20M-10M. 


Thus, the secret of working a higher number of SPC's is learning to 
utilize the propagation characteristics of ALL of the bands. 20-15M 
will give you your intermediate skip distances; 10M will give you much 
longer skip distances; 40M late afternoon will give you the shorter 
paths. 


Who knows how much longer these relatively high solar flux values will 
persist this solar cycle ... so get on the air for QRPTTF and take 
advantage of 10M while it is still an open band. QRPTTF and Field Day 
may be your last chances! 


Now if the weather could be just as nice ... hi. Appears some of the 
country will be a bit chilly with some areas even forecasting light 
snows. Here in the southwest, the biggest concern is high winds 
tomorrow and saturday, 35mph sustained, gusts to 45+. Woah. Check your 
wind forecast, and if windy, make sure you guy your antennas well to 

not cause them to come down (QRT) or cause damage (more QRT). Several 
years ago for QRPTTF at the ghost town of Riley, we watched an R7 come 
down in the wind, and it was guyed! Did we mention the wind? -hi. 


So the bands will be in good shape, so you need to contend mostly with 
the weather and the drought*. Everyone have fun and be safe, and hope to 
hear/work a bunch of you on the air for NorCal's annual QRPTTF. The 

high proton counts in the higher latitudes are returning to normal, so 
conditions in Canada/KL7 should be quite good as well. 


* Drought, because the watering hole we're planning on operating from 
(Escondida Lake) is so low from the drought, it barely qualifies as water! 
The rules don't exactly specify what happens if you show up at your local 
body of water and it's dry from the drought. I ain't giving my water 
multiplier just because of that global warming thing :-)

I have a w3edp, and I use a 1/4 wave counterpoise for each band...so it's 
not really a w3edp(g). 


I don't know why, but it works(that's almost too technical for me, I'm an 
appliance operator). 


How do it get inside? I run the wire across the wooden window sill...then 
close the window. It does work with the window open, also. 


What REALLY is requred is a telephone pole for the far end, and a hefty 
planting of poison ivy so the phone man won't cut the antenna down. 
Failing that, you can use method II - Bribe a neighbor with Sex, Drugs or 
Rock and Roll to allow you to attach the far end to his/her house. 


Do NOT attempt to do the install without the bribe and under the cover of 
darkness...as it it very hard to explain to the Law Enforcement Official 
what you are doing on the neighbor's roof at 3AM. 


Be very careful of the counterpoise wires...they can have RF on the 
ends...may be damaging to children and/or pets. Empirical tests show that 
it is more convenient to route counterpoise wires around top of walls, 
rather than force children and/or pets to walk across ceiling.

Need some help as to what to look for. Situation is I have a LOUD buzz like a 
dimmer switch half on--strongest on AM BC bands. I have turned off my main 
breaker and still persists so not from my QTH. I have two neighbors about 350 
ft away and one agreed to turn out his power and he is not the source. The 
second one is not too cooperative. 


Going out with a portable AM radio very strong sound near power transformer 
between three houses. Line from transformer then goes to an underground line 
distribution box. The power company came out and rattled the lines but did 
not affect the loud steady hum so they said they don't think it is there 
equipment.

If it's the transformer, it's probably at the bushing (insulator) on top. 
You may be able to see/hear arcing at that point at night. Try binoculars. 
But if the power company checked on it, they probably would have found it. 
Also look at other insulators on the HV line approaching your area. 


Normally, I would expect arcing to come and go ... maybe with the 
electrical load or with the weather. Does your noise vary? 


The two times I've had that problem--in both cases it was a neighbor's 
doorbell transformer. (Funny, in both cases the neighbor in question 
wondered if I was causing all this noise with my ham radio.) The durn 
stuff gets in the lines and you can hear it everywhere with your portable 
AM radio. But once (for me) I could tell it was extremely loud right next 
to a neighbor's doorbell button. So I pushed the button and--the noise 
went away for a few seconds. Success! 


Getting back to power lines. Some folks like to pound poles (like your 


utility fellows) with a sledgehammer to see if it causes the noise to 
change momentarily. Others say don't do that--you'll bring the line down 
on your head. Still others say, it's better to die than to live with such 
horrendous line noise. Make up your own saying, but don't use my name. 


Don't know if you can get the power company to cut the neighbor's power for 
a test or not. If you could, it would surely help. If you knew for sure 
it was in his house you could emphasize the fire hazard aspect of arcing 
doorbell transformers and wall warts.

I have several DSP units and I have concluded that none of the ones I have 
are good for everything, they each have their own nitch. I have played with 
the following units; 


MFJ 784 cranky at best, can get it to work fairly well on SSB, and CW 
but settings are hard to get right, prone to ringing. 
JPS NIR 10 great on sideband, absolutely no ringing, eliminates noise 


quite well, voice sounds natural, not so hot on CW, the noise filter affects 
audio tones. 

JPS NIR 12 more expensive...better, not on SSB, hollow ring to voice, 
works great on CW, no distortion while filters are on, no ringing on 
filters. 

Timewave 9+ ineffective on SSB compared to NIR 10, fairly good on CW. 
Timewave 59+ works good on CW and pretty good on SSB, NIR 10 more effective 
at removing noise on SSB. 


If you are on the cheap, the NIR 10 is great on SSB, and you can get it for 
about $50.00, can't help you with digital modes, have not tried them with 
these DSP's. I've heard from friends that the Timewave models are pretty 
good on Digital modes
